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We recognisedthat preceding contemplated actions may cause some problems for 


shipping companies in certain NATO countries but hope that NATO member governments, 
through consultation these companies, will be able persuade them to make necessary 
adjustments. This connection, steps which we are considering to carry out point 2 
will take into eccouta existing charter arrangements, and there will be some 
administrative “phasing in" on other points.
